HARVESTERS 
WHEAT CROP 


A bumper wheat crop has start- 


ed through the harvesters in the 
dry farmed area of Terra. Bella 


and Ducor, with yields of from 15 
to 18 sacks per acre reported gen- 
erally and with some higher yields 
—-up to 22 sacks — on small 
plots. - 

The crop is expected to be the 
largest in many years and as mod- 
ern harvesters move through the 


fields, steady streams of wheat are 


pouring into bulk trucks, travel- 
ling beside the harvesters. 

Exceptionally heavy rains of the 
past- winter and spring —— more 
than 15 inches fell in Porterville 
and more along the foothill area— 
are responsible for the bumper 
wheat crop. Rains came this year 
not only in volume, but at the 
right intervals to bring dry 
farmed grain to complete develop- 
ment. 

Other crops aré also moving in 
the southeastern Tulare county 
area. Tomatoes, beans, garlic, cu- 
cumbers, peaches and plums are 
all going onto commercial mar- 
kets, according to Gordon Swang, 
a.:ricultural inspector. 

Mr. Swang states, however, that 
the record-breaking cool spell of 
the last few days has slowed de- 
velopment of these crops and that 
the season on fruits and vege- 
tables will not really start to move 
until after a few days of the usual 
warm June weather.
